The memory of the evening spent 
with the American society, T hanks­ 
giving day two and a half years ago, 
is such a pleasanc one that I esteem 
m yself fortunate to b e ab le to accept 
the invitation so kindly extended b y 
our distinguished am b assador, Hon. 
W hitelaw Reid, to b e your guest on 
this occasion. 
Our English friends, 
under whose flag w’e m eet tonight, re­ 
calling that this is the anniversary 
of our nation’s b irth, would doub tless 
pardon us if our rejoicing contained 
som ething of seif-congratulation, for 
it is at such tim es as this that we 
are wont to 
review 
those national 
achievem ents wThicli have given to tb e 
U nited S tates its prom inence among 


the nations. 
But I hope I shall not b e thought 
lacking in patriotic spirit if, instead 
of draw ing a picture 
of 
the past, 
b right w ith heroic deeds and unparal­ 
leled in progress, [ summon you rath­ 
er to a serious consideration of the 
responsib ility restirg upon these na­ 
tions which aspire 
to 
prem iership. 
This line of thought is suggested b y 
a sense of propriety as well as b > re 
cent experiences—b y a sense of pro­ 
priety b ecause such a sub ject will in­ 
terest the Briton as well as the Ameri­ 
can, and b y recent experiencess be­ 
cause they bav a impressed me not 


less w ithout national duty than 
with, 
the superiority of W estern ov er E ast­ 
ern civilization. 
Asking your attention 
to such a 
them e, it is not unfitting to adopt a 
phrase coined b y a 
poet 
to whom 
America as well as England can lay 
some claim, and take 
for 
my text, 
“The W hite M an’s Burden.” 


“Take up the W hite M an's b ur d e n ^ 
In patience to ab ide, 
To veil the threat of terror 
And check the show of pride. 
By open speech and simple,

The New Yo rk Times takes no te o f 
the fact that in San Francisco there 
have been o nly three suicides in the 
last sixty days. Befo re the earthquake 
the San Francisco suicides numbered 
an average o f ten o r twelve a week 
The natural expectatio n wo uld be, ac­ 
co rding to the Times, that after so 
many peo ple had been subjected to 
eno rmo us lo sses, 
in 
tho usands o f 
cases the reductio n being fro m wealth 
to co mplete destitutio n. San Francis­ 
co peo ple wo uld have 
killed them­ 
selves in number greater than befo re, 
but exactly the reverse is true, and 
in attempting to acco unt fo r this the 
Times says: 
“Perhaps the explana­ 
tio n lies in the very extent o f the dis­ 
aster. 
The victims are deprived o f 
the impulsio n giver, by the co ntrast 
between go o d and ill fo rtune. 
Had 
the experience o f this o r that resident 
o f the city been exceptio nal, its eno r­ 
mity as a perso nal m atter wo uld have 
been much mo re o bvio us, and there­ 
fo re much mo re depressing to mind 
and co urage. 
But a man o r wo man 
canno t easily fall into utter ho peless­ 
ness when he o r she sees tho usands 
mo re bro ught to the same co nditio n 
by the same circumstances. 
Tho se 
who are as well o ff as the great ma­ 
jo rity o f their neighbo rs escape all 
the humiliatio n usually invo lved in 
heavy lo sses, and they can take up 
the first task that co mes to hand with 
a better grace than if they had been 
alo ne in their do wnfall fro m pro speri­ 


ty.”

PHILIPPINE RAILROADS. 


Lines Pla nned By the Government—» 
Needs of the Tropics. 


By far the most important move 
thu s far made iu the Philippines by 
the American government has 
been 
the awarding of concessions for the 
constru ction of certain railway lines 
on the principal islands of the archi­ 
pelago, says Cassier’s Magazine. 
The islands as a whole are extreme- 
y fertile. 
It is estimated also that 
,he amou nt of timber in the archipela­ 
go is more than dou ble the amou nt 
n the states of Oregon and Washing­ 
ton together; bu t adequ ate means o f 
transportation were entirely lacking. 
The government plans 
provide 
fo r 
railroads on fou r of the principal isl­ 
ands*. 
There is only one steam railway 
now in operation in the Philippines, 
ru nning from Manila to Dagu pan, on 
the island of Lu zon. 
Reports from 
this road show that abou t 
66 per cent 
of the total revenu e is derived from 
passengers and ¡>4 
per cent 
from 
freight. 
The freight, however, is in­ 
creasing. 
Railways are operated very econom­ 
ically in the Orient, largely on ac­ 
cou nt of the low cost of labor, operat­ 
ing expenses on the 
existing 
line 
averaging only abou t 45 per cent of 
the gross receipts. 
The fares for passengers are gen­ 
erally mu ch low’er than in the United 
States, and traffic is 
divided 
into 
three classes. 
Fu lly 95 per cent of 
the traffic is third class, and while It 
now seems necessary to have 
first 
class, as a small percentage o f fo r­ 
eigners and edu cated natives o bject 
to riding with the poorer cla sses o f 
natives, the second class sho uld be 
done away w’ith altogether. 
Freight rates in the 
Philippines 
are higher than those prevailing in 
the United States, ranging from $5 to 
$10 per ton for a 100-mile ha ul. An­ 
other interesting fact Is tha t la rge 
freight cars do not pay a s an aver­ 
age car load is only abou t fou r tons, 
this accou nting for the necessity of a 
high freight rate. 
The Chinese merchants are the larg­ 
est shippers and by far the best bu si­ 
ness men in the islands, ou tside of a 
very few” prominent foreign ho uses, 
which do almost exclu sively an Im­ 
port and export bu siness. 
The lines which are at present 
un­ 
der consideration are na rro w ga uge 
railways, with a 3-foot 6 -inch tra ck, 
and seem fairly well su ited to the re­ 
qu irements of the island traffic. They 
follow the low lands wherev er po ssi­ 
ble and have fairly easy 
gra des a nd 
cu rvatu re. 
It is believed that in no 
ca se will the grades ex ceed 1% per 
cent, and that oniy for inco nsidera ble 
portions of the line.

The Gunnison tunnel in Colorado, 
the great subtenanean water way 
which is to carry a large volume of 
water fror* Gunnison river for a dis­ 
tance

miles under Vernal Mesa, 
a mountain 2,000 feet high, is one of 
the spectacular engineering works of 
the reclamation service, say s the Los 
Angeles Times. 
At the Gunnison end the portal is 
at the bottom of the profound cany on 
which this stream has cut through 
the granite mountain.

struction was commenced it was nec­ 
essary for the engineers to build a 
wagon road with a 15 per cent grade 
into the cany on in order to bring in 
the necessary machinery . 
On J anuary 11, 
19 05, the work of 
ex cav ating the tunnel 
was 
begun 
simultaneously at three openings, and 
has since proceeded night and day 
with ou t material cessation. 
On the 
first day of J une 12,454 feet of tun­ 
nel h ad been ex cavated, and the work 
is nowr going forward at the rate of 
1,3 00 feet 
a month. 
Th e dimensions of th e tu nnel are 
10^x 11% feet. It will be lined th rou gh ­ 
ou t with cement, and its capacity is 
1,500 second feet. Wh en completed it 
will carry enou gh w*ater to prov ide for 
th e irrigation of 13 5,000 acres of land, 
only a small part of w’h ich is today 
u nder partial cu ltiv ation.

men, treated in all respects as their 
own sons of the same age are treat­ 
ed, taught to work, and thereby taught 
to enjoy their play , at the same time 
acquiring a knowledge of nature and 
natural objects, and their relations to 
the world’s work, writes J . D. Keeler 
in Good Housekeeping. 
The parent or gu ardian sends th e 
lad to th e farm h ome, mu ch as he 
migh t send h im to a relativ e, and for 
the personal care and instru ction th at 
h e is to receiv e from one wh o is an 
u nrelated stranger h e pay s a premiu m 
or bonu s of $500 to $1,000 per annu m. 
I h av e personally known sev eral of 
th ese lads and all were glad of th eir 
ex perience and training. 
In a modified form, it seems to me 
th at after references h av e been ex ­ 
ch anged 
and 
monetary 
conditions 
agreed u pon, lads sh ou ld be receiv ed 
on th e basis of being one of th e fam­ 
ily , not as gu ests, or as su mmer v isit­ 
ors, bu t to come and take th eir sh are 
of work and play , su nsh ine and sh ad­ 
ow. Th e iess gov ernment th e lad h as 
th e better, ex cept th at h e sh all be­ 
h av e as a gentleman's son sh ou ld. 
In th e righ t kind of farm h ome, and 
th e lad coming willingly , h e sh ou ld 
h e welcomed, h is creatu re comforts 
cared for, th en left alone so far as 
su perv ision is concerned. If h e is th e 
righ t rort h e will soon fit into h is 
place in th e family .
